“Best  of  All  Dry  -  Weather 
Grasses.”  That  is  what  the  Middle 
Tennessee  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  calls  it  in  its  Circular  No. 
44  (March,  1932).  At  this  station 
trials  of  Sudan  Grass  as  a  summer 
pasture  crop  extended  through 
eight  summers  Some  of  these 
summers  were  hot  ones,  but  Sudan 
Grass  showed  great  drouth  resist¬ 
ance.  While  not  a  soil  improver 
like  the  legumes,  it  was  found  that 
when  it  was  pastured  with  dairy 
cattle  that  were  receiving  a  grain 
ration,  it  was  not  exhausting  to  the 
land.  It  does  best,  though,  on  soils 
that  have  the  ability  to  store  mois¬ 
ture  for  long  dry  periods. 

Sow  20  to  25  pounds  to  the  acre 
broadcast,  or  5  to  6  pounds  to  the 
acre  in  two-foot  rows. 


Buckwheat  brings  a  higher  price  than  wheat,  yields  as 
well,  is  easier  and  cheaper  to  grow,  yielding  well  on  soil  too 
poor  for  other  crops,  especially  light  sandy  soil,  or  on  newly 
cleared  ground. 

It  is  a  good  soil  improver  and  summer  cover  crop  for 
orchards,  grows  erect  with  broad  spreading  leaves,  killing 
weeds  on  land  to  be  put  in  grass  in  the  fall.  Bees  fed  on 
buckwheat  make  more  honey. 

It  is  a  good  catch  crop  where  corn,  clover  or  other  crops 
fail;  can  be  planted  to  the  middle  of  July,  maturing  a  full 
grain  crop  in  eight  to  ten  weeks.  Plant  one  bushel  per  acre 
in  a  grain  drill,  not  too  deep  (one  to  two  inches),  in  a  firm, 
well-prepared  seed  bed.  Harvest  in  small,  loose  bundles;  dry 
thoroughly  in  shocks  and  thresh.  The  grain  commands  a 
premium  for  poultry  food  or  millers  of  buckwheat  flour 
which  makes  delicious  cakes. 

Japanese  is  the  heaviest  yielding  and  largest  grained  Buck¬ 
wheat  variety.  Our  strain  is  the  large  berry  type,  and  should 
not  be  confused  with  ordinary  small  grain  Buckwheat  gen¬ 
erally  offered.  Ask  for  samples.
